OIL TO ZOOM OVER 50% 
— The Oil and Gas Journal 
reports that a study by Cyrus 
J. Lawrence & Sons indicates 
the increase in production of 
oil during the first half of 
the 1970’s will run over 5% 
annually—some 50% higher 
than many energy planners 
have been assuming. And, on 
the other hand, coal and nat¬ 
ural gas—peggfed as the 
growth fuels of the future— 
are expected to show a de¬ 
cline in the growth rate. Coal’s 
rate of growth is expected to 
fall from 4% annually to 

2 M> %, and gas growth rate 
is expected to fall from 6% 
annually to 5%. But most of 
the increase in oil’s growth 
ratei will come in the form 

of distillate and residual-fuel 
areas.

The primary purpose of the 
school is to explore ways of re¬ 
ducing the number of man- 
caused forest fires in Kentucky, 
and to develop a plan of action 
for each of the 20 selected coun¬ 


ties. 

This past spring, Kentucky 
had some 1.900 forest fires that 
burned nearly 50,000 acres of 
valuable forest land. Over half 
the fires were in the 20 counties 
selected to take part in the pro¬ 
gram. 

Similar programs have been 
conducted in Mississippi and 
Louisiana with excellent results 
If the program produces the 
desired results, it will have 
three major benefits. First, it 
will reduce the number of man- 
caused fires. Second, it will re¬ 
duce the damage to Kentucky's 
forest resources and third, it will 
reduce the amount of funds the 
state must pay to suppress the 
fires.

The director of the Kentucky 
Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service, James Koepper, said a 
survey of farmers in the state 
shows that Southern Corn Blight 
has infected about 76 per cent 
of Kentucky’s cornfields — and 
is spreading. 

Koepper said “Damage varies 
widely from light to severe, 
with the degree of infection d'-- 
pending on maturity and variety 
of corn grown.” 

Koepper said farmers who re¬ 
port to his agency say they ex¬ 
pect damage in infected fields 
to be 39 per cent severe, 43 per 
cent moderate and 15 per cent 
light. 

Estimate Difficult 

He added the extent of loss 
is difficult to estimate, but dam¬ 


age appears heaviest in the west 
and west-central portions of the 
state. 

The survey also showed that 
farmers are cutting more silage 
earlier than normal because 
they fear the damage will be 
greater if the corn is allowed to 
stand. 

The U. S. Department ot Agri¬ 
culture has issued a statement 
saying no accurate estimate of 
corn losses can be made until 
survey reports arrive. The re¬ 
port will be made in the de¬ 
partment’s monthly forecast of 
the size of the crop as of Sept 
1, which will be released Sept

The twenty-two calves pur 
chased by East Carson Packing 
Company shows a difference in 
weight of eighty pounds. It e 
a common practice that if a veal 
calf is slightly over the top- 
weight limit, to give the farm¬ 
er the top-weight limit as the 
price between veals and heav 
ies is considerable, the-eby the 
farmer’s calf will bring him 
more cash dollars even though 
the weight will probably show a | 
loss of ten to fifteen pounds I 
In our opinion this is the way 
the additional eight pounds was 
picked up on these twenty-two 
calves. 

It is extremely difficult to 
operate any business without 
being in technical violation of 
some rule or regulation. In this 
case we were technically in vio¬ 
lation, but in not one instance 
did any farmer or any livestock 
dealer suffer any loss due to 
our technical violation.

The newspaper 
would make it appear that we 
have made a practice of short 
weighing the sellers of livestock 
at your yard. This is absolutely 
not true. Agents of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture from time 
to time come to all stockvards 
licensed by them and check the 
weights of the cattle that have 
been weighed that day. They 
have been to our yard numerous 
times before this and we had 
no difficulty with them. 

They have a regulation that 
the weighman cannot purchase 
livestock. This is a technical vio¬ 
lation and we are guilty of that. 
We have also been charged with 
the weighman issuing some 
weigh slips without his signature 
or initials thereon and techii- 
cally, we are guilty of that. The 
weighman is extremely busy 
while receiving cattle and he 
did fail to sign or initial the 
weigh slips, so technically we 
were in violation on this charge. 

On March 30, 1970, the agents 
reweighed all cattle that we had 
received by weight and the only 
complaint or charge they made 
of all cattle received were those 
listed below: 

Twenty-two calves sold to East 
Carson Packing Co. at a sale 
weight of 4410 lbs. Check-weigh¬ 
ing showed to be 4490 lbs., a 
difference of 80 lbs. 

A calf sold to M. L. Arnold 
at a sale weight of 265, which 
cheek-weighed at 270 lbs., a dif¬ 
ference of 5 lbs. 

A calf sold to East Carson 
Packing Co. at a sale weight of 
260 lbs., which cheek-weighed 
at 265 lbs., a difference of 5 
lbs. 

A calf sold to Paul Reid at a 
sale weight of 205 lbs., later 
check-weighed at 210 lbs., a dif¬ 
ference of 5 lbs. 

A calf sold to Paul Reid at a 
sale weight of 155 lbs., later 
checkweighed at 165 lbs., a dif¬ 
ference of 10 lbs. 

Anyone who is familiar w’ith 
the selling of livestock knows 
that stockyards scales break on 
five pounds, and if you will 
check the above listed cattle 
upon which the complaint was 
based, you will see that there is 
only one calf that has a differ¬ 
ence of more than five pounds.

hour’s driving distance. 

Life, though faster paced than 
in the past, still in no way eq¬ 
uals the hectic pace of life in 
the big city. Seven churches arc 
located in West Liberty. Other 
well-kept and well-attended 
churches dot the countryside 
And the neighborliness of Mor¬ 
gan Countains is legendary. 

In only one of the above 
categories is West Liberty lack¬ 
ing — new jobs. Lycoming Shoe 
Co., which located a factory 
here four years ago near the 
town's paved hill-op airport, 
has added much to he economy. 
But no other industry has ser¬ 
iously considered locaing here 
This could be due in part to the 
fact that no otfier sustained ef 
fort has been matte locally to 
lure an industry. 

The lack of hospital facilities 
in the community may also have 
had a bearing, and to a lesser 
degree, overcrowded schools. 
How’ever, a new area hospital 
and a modern, new high school, 
both now nearing the con 
struction stage, will eliminate 
these conditions. 

The major obstacle to new 
industry here seems to be ab -1 
sence of a good highway to con¬ 
nect the town with industrial 
areas to the

iness, often forcing businesses 
to relocates at considerable ex¬ 
pense and bother, and often 
leads to an eventual deteriora 
tion of properties in the original 
business district.

Measures Up 

Grit recently published the 
following editorial extolling the 
virtues of small town life— 

“How is Small Town America 
doing these days? Very well, 
according to economic research 
ers foir the Chase Manhattan 
Bank of New York City. That’s 
not news, of course, to those 
of us w'ho are close to small 
towms, but it does confirm our 
beliefs that these communities 
are the best areas in the nation 
in which to live. 

“A survey by the bank show¬ 
ed — and this is something 
small tow'n watchers have known 
all along — that 56 percent of 
the population of cities would 
prefer to reside in these com¬ 
munities of the United States. 
No wonder they feel like that, 
because most small towns now 
offer virtually everything found 
:n a big city — plus easy liv¬ 
ing, clean air, recreation areas, 
and good neighbors. 

“Factories are being built in 
the towns and small cities of the 
rural countryside, says the 
bank’s report. So many are go¬ 
ing up tha a remarkable state¬ 
ment can be made: Nonfairm 
job opportunities have grown 
faster in rural and semi-rural 
counties than in metropolitan 
areas. 

. .The report shows that 
from 1962 to 1968 total jobs 
in big cities increased less than 
four percent while the gain in 
rural areas was more than 
double that figure. 

“The most dynamic force be¬ 
hind employment in small cities 
and towns has been manufactur¬ 
ing, say the bank researchers, 
who also emphasize tha fac¬ 
tories aren’t the only jobmak- 
ers in our little communities. 
Ihe.v mention resort and re¬ 
creation centers, small private 
colleges, commercial laborator¬ 
ies, data processing offices, and 
federal installations, among ot¬ 
hers.”

The state law on assessments 
stipulates that where a blanket 
raise is imposed the Fiscal 
Court in such county shall meet 
and reduce the local tax rates 
to offset any increase in total 
assesesment for county and 
school taxes. 

Thus, two more steps must 
be taken before 1970 tax bills 
can be prepared— 

is* The County Board of Tax 
Supervisors must meet and ex¬ 
amine the assessments. 

The Fiscal Court must 
meet and reduce the tax rates 
for county and school purposes 
sufficient to offset the increase 
in total assessments. 

However, the state tax rate 
will remain the same as last 
year. 

Mr. Coffey already has com¬ 
menced adding 20% to the real 
estate assessments. But no date 
has been set for the Board of 
Tax Supervisors to meet and go 
over the assessments.
